H AD America purfued her advantage* with 
half the fpirit fh* refilled her misfortunes, 
Iht would, before now, have been a conquering 
«tnd a peaceful people} but lulled in the lap of 
foft tranquility Ihe retted on her hope*, and ad- 
verftty only ba* convuifed her into adiiou. Whe- 
ther fubtilty or fuicerity at the cl of* of the 1 aft 
year, induced the enemy to an appearance for 
peace, ia a point not material to know ; it is fuf- 
ficien* that we fie the (rood cflcftt it lias had ori 
our politic*, and that we ffernly rife to refent the 
dciufioa. 

The war on the part of America, bat been i 
war of natural feeling*. Brave in deftrefi i ferine 
in conqueft ; drowfy when at reft, and in every 
fituaiion geoeroufly difpored to peace, A danger* 
oui calm, and the moft heightened zeal, have at 
elrcumftancts varied, fucceeded each other* Every 
pafllon, but that of defpair, ha* been called to « 
tour of duty ; and fo miftaken hat been the ene- 
my of our abilities and difpofttion, that when flic 
fuppofed m conquered, w* rof* the conqueror*. 
The extenfivenefs of the United State** and the 
variety of their refource* ; the viniverfality of their 
caufe, the quick operttlon of their fellings, and 
the fimilari'ty of their fentiment, have, in every 
trying fituation, produced a fomtihxng ; which, fa- 
voured by Providence, and purtued with ardour, 
.has accomplifhed in an imhnt the butlnefi of a 
campaign. We have never deliberately foujht 
Vldtory, but fnatched it } and bravely undone in 
an hour, the plotted operation of a feafon* 

The reported fate oIOIurl«tto-,vn, like the mif- 
/ortuncs of feventy-fix, has atlaft called forth a 
fpirit, and kindled up a fljme; which perhaps no 
ether event could havs pioduccd. If the enemy 
has circulated a falfrhoad, they bave’unwifcly ag- 
gravated u* into life* anJ It they have told us a 
truth, they have unintentionally done us a fervice. 
We were returning with folded aims from the 
fatigue* of war and thinking, ami fitting leilurely 
down to enjoy repofe, The dependence that 
bis been put upon Uharleftovrn, threw a drove* 
finds over America. W>, looked on the bufinefs 
done— ithe confti£k over— the matters fettled— or 
that all which remained unfiuilhed would fullotf 
cf ilfclf. In (his ft* tc of dangerous relax, expufed 
to the poifonoua infufious of the enemy, and 
hiving no common danger to attract our attenti- 
on, we **5:4 extinguifhing by ftagei the ardour 
we bsgan whh,and furrendering by pie'ce-racals 
the virtue that defended us. 

AflttCting as the lofs of Charleflkwn may be* 
yet if it univerfally roufc us from the ftumber 
of a twelve months paft, and renew in us the 
fpirit of former day*, it will produce an advan- 
tage more important than it3 lofa, America ever 
ir what (he thinks hesMf to be, Governed by 
fentiment, stndafting hir own mind, (he becomes 
as fhe plcafca the vidtor or vi&im. 

it is not the conqueft of towns, rior the acci- 
dental capture of garnfont, that can reduce a 
country focxtenfwe as this. The fuffrrings of 
one part can ever be relieved by she exertion* of 
another, and there is no fituation the enemy can 
be in, that doc* not afford to us *he fame ad- 
vantages flic feeks bcrfelf. By dividing her force, 
fhe leaves every poft attackable. It ri a mode of 
war that carries with if a conftflion of weaknefi, 
and goes on the principle of diftrefo, rather thin 
conqueft* 


The decline of the enemy is vlfible not only 
in their operations, but in their plan ; Charlet- 
town originally made but a ficondary object it* 
their tyftem of attack, and it is now become 
their principal one, bccaufe they have not been 
able to fuccced elfcwhere. It would have carri- 
ed a cowardly appearance In Europe, had they 
formed their grand expedition in faveuty-fix, a- 
gainlt a part of the Continent where there was 
no army, or not • fufficient one to oppofe them; 
but failing year after year in their attempts here, 
arid to the caftward and northward, they defert- 
cd their firft capital defigh, and prudently con- 
tinting thsmfrlve* with what they can get, give 
a flourlfh of honour to conceal difgrace. 

But (his piece-meal work is not conquering 
the Continent* It is diferedit in them to at- 
tempt it, and in us to fuftcr if. It is now full 
time to put an end to a war of aggravations, 
which, on one fide, hat no poflible objedt, and 
on the other, has every indUoement which ho- 
nour, intereft, fafety and happlnefs, can hfpire. 
If we fuftcr them mikh longer to remain among 
us, we ftiall become as bad as themfeives. An 
alfocUtion of vicai will reduce us more than the 
fword. A nation hardened in the pratflceof in- 
iquity, knows better how to profit by it than n 
young country newly corrupted. We arc not * 
match for them in the line of advantageous gum, 
nor they to U9 on the principles we bravely fet 
out with. Our ftrft day* were our day* of ho- 
nour. They have marked the clwa&cr of Ame- 
rica wherever the ftory of her war* are told j and 
convinced of thii, we have nothing to do but 
wifely and unitedly to tread the well known 
tra&. 

The progref* of a wAr Is often as ruinous to 
individuals, as the ifluc of it is to a nation j and 
it ii not only neceflary that our force be fuch, 
that we be conquerors ia the end, but that by 
timely exertions we be fscurc in the interim. 
Theprsfent campaign will afford an opportunity 
which ha3 never prefenttd itfclf before, and the 
preparations for it are equally neceflary, whether 
Charleftown. ftand; or fall* Suppofe the firft, 
it is in that cafe only a failure of the enemy, 
not a defeat. All the conqueft a befieged town 
can hope for is, not to be conquered ; and com- 
pelling an enemy to raife the Itego, is to fhe be- 
fitted a vi&ory, But there mutt be a probabili- 
ty amounting almoft to a certainty, that would 
juftify a garrifon marching out to attack a retreat. 
Therefore fhould Charleftown not be taken, and 
the enemy abandon the fiege, e^ery other part of 
the Continent fliould prepare to meet them j and 
on the contrary, fhould it be taken, the fame 
preparations are neceflary, to balance the lofa, 
and put ourfelves in a condition So co-operate 
with our AtiicSf immediately on their arrival. 

We arc hot now fitting our battles alone, as 
we w<r* in feventy-fix. England, from a mali- 
cious difpofttion to America, has not only not 
declared war agalnft France snd Spain, but, the 
better to profecut* her pillions here, has afford- 
ed thofe powers an military objcift, and avoids 
them, to diftrefs ua. She will fufFer her Weft- 
India iflands to be over-run by France, and 
her fauthern fettlements taken by Spain, rather 
than quit the object that gratifies revenge. This 
conduct, on the part of Britain, has pointed out 
the propriety of France fending a naval and land 
fore* to cooperate with America on the fpot* 


Their arrival cannot be ?ary diftiut, no: the ra- 
vages of the enemy long. In the mean lime the 
part neceflary to us, nseds no illtsftrstion, The 
recruiting the army, and procuring the fiipplits; 
are the two things needful, and a capture of ci- 
ther of the enemy's diyificm, will reftore to A- 
meric# peace and plenty. 

At a Crifl*, big, like the prefeni; with expec- 
tation and events, the whole country is called to 
Unanimity ahd exertion. Not an ability ought 
now to fleep that can produce but a mite to ihff 
general good, ndr even a whifper fuffered topafi 
that militates againft it. The neceflity of the 
cafe, and the importance of the confiquences, 
admit no dc/a y from a friend, no apology front 
an enemy. To fpare now, would be height of 
extravagance, and toconfuti prefent eafe, would 
(acrificc it, perhaps forever. 

America, rich in patriotifrfi and produce, can 
want neither then nor fupplies, when * ferioua 
ncccfHty calls them forth. The flow operation 
of taxes, owing to the exienfivenefs of collc&ion, 
and their depreciated value before they arrived 
in the treafury, hive, in many inftance#, thrown 
a burthemupon government, which ha* been art- 
fully interpreted by theensmy into a general decline 
throughout the country, Y6t this, inconvenient 
as it may at firtt appdarj it not only remediable, 
but may be turned to an immediate advantage ; 
for it makes no real difference; whether a certain 
number of mtm or company of militia fand In 
thia country /ivery man is a militia man) are di- 
refled by law to fend a ftefuit at their own ex- 
pence, or whether a tax is laid upon them for 
that purpofc, and the men hired by government 
afterwards, Thcnrfl, if there is any difference, 
is both cheapeft and bift, becauf* it faves the 
expenee which would attend colliding itasatex, 
and brings the man fanner into the field, than 
the modes of recruiting formerly ufed : And on 
ibis principle a law has been pafled In this State 
for recruiting two men from each company of 
militia, which will add upwards to a thoufand to 
she force of the country. But the flame which 
has broke forth in this city, finca the rcporc 
from New-York, of the left of Charleftown,not 
only doci honour to the place, but like the blaze 
of fevemy-fix, will kindle into a&ion, the feat- 
ured fparks throughout America, 

The valour of the country may be learnad by 
the bravery of its foldiery, and the general catt 
of its inhabitants, but confidence of fuccefsia baft 
difeovered by the 8<ftiVc mcafure* purfued by 
men of property; and when the fpirit of enter- 
prize becomes fo univerfal, as to *<2 at once ora 
all ranks of men; a war may thin, and not till 
then, be ftiled truly popular. 

In feventy-fix the ardour of the enterpriflng 
part was confiderably checked by the real tsvolc 
of fome, and the coolnelsof other*. Butin <h« 
prefent cafe there is a firmnef* in the fubttance 
and property of the country to the public caufe. 
An afl’oeiation haa been entered into by thcmir- 
chants, tradefmen, and principal inhabitants of 
the city, to rcccir* and fuppoit the r.ewState mo- 
ney at the value of gold and film ; a zneafure, 
which, while Udoes them honour, will likewitt*. 
aontribute to their intereft* by rendering the ope- 
rations of the campaign convenient and effc&ua). 

Neither has the fpirit of exertion ftopt here. 
A voluntary fubfeription is likewife begin to raife 
s fund of hard money, to be given as bounties

To Uii fide! and thus fuprjrttfd, difaftefUon 
will dcoUne, and the withered he,»d of tyranuf ex- 
pire in America, The ravages of the enemy will 
bt firm tad liihitel, and like all their former 
ones, will produce a viftory over th'.mfeivs*.

power of a tyrant, The mod execrable tyre n t of 
Britain has given numerous mftances of hii infer- 
nal Ui!pofnion ) in burning churchei faered to rh* 
wo Clip of God ; in burning tb# houfea of help. 
Jcis families, and turning tbo aged, and women 
and children naked into (he wilderntfo, expofed 
to froft, (o hunger, and complicated mifery { in 
flipping prifoneij who capitulated for honourable 
term*, then murdering them with cold & ftar- 
ving * in keeping prifoneta on bread and meat To 
cjnupt and Kinking that it operated like a peijox, 
and icftrbyed the men like a plague. By thefe 
means of torture and death, fourteen hundred 
men expired, in New-York in one winter I — — 
Such has been and now ii the ebarattsr and con- 

dud of the Tyrant w* oppofe — and if he 

thu* ads the Damon while conqueft ii uncertain, 
what would he not do were the United States in 
hit power ^ Ht would, irvbiabkcfe revenge, tiu-’ 
dy for new torture?,, and hsap’Otifety upon mlfe * 

1 y— ••—the wife and good,* who' have fought and 
laboured to fava ttssir country, would be the fvft 
facrtfkes to bit ntaliee — otheri would bebaniflied 
to ditlant rcgiona of fUmy— every inftrument 
of death would be d> unis with tkc bloud of our 
rnoft worthy citixetir— the furvlvlng widows and 
fatherlsfs childieo, and weeping friends, with tho 
multitude of tho people, being ftnpped of their 
firings, would be reduced to the extremeft avCtry 
the internal heart of a tyrant can devifs,— Thus 
forlorn and hopetefa they muft wear out their 
Uvea in vmtcbedntfs. 

This land wouldfwatai with the vileft Herd 
of ptn/ibrurf, intuiting (nwn-ej^ttrt^ni malicious 
ttriti, and tho fair regions or America become a 
field of blood-** den of thieves and of every abo- 
mination— the virtuous would pine away and die, 
while the creatures of (he tyrant would wanton in 
every accnrfcd thing—Tbiais’ but a faint pidlilre 
of tire miferite that await the Amtricsms, if the 
Britifd tyrant {hould prevail : What then ought 
to bt our conduit in th* prefent day / There is 
no other alternative but to drive the enemy out 
of our country, and preferve our Independence 
aompleti, or fell a facrifice to tbe malice of the 
tyrant, and fuffer all tho miferfic imma^inatioa- 
esn form. The whole people ought to think fe* 
riouil of their. fituation^and cow a& with fpirft 
and firmnefa ; we have the cnoft glorious hopes, 
if we adt well, and every thing to fear if we neg- 
lect our duty. The public burdens are great and 
fevete ; but fuccefs will plentifulSyrewsrd »J our 
toil ; and it is infinitely better to fpend our lives 
and fortunes in defending our dear ccur.ny (cv/n 
if vre fhould fail of fucccfe)thsn yi?’d them tame- 
ly to the sccutftd tyrant —— — — ff we do our du* 
ty in the esufv of our country r even the iofs of 
it cannot deprive us of the barrenly fatisfa^ion 
of ^onlcious virtue. Bo great and intending to 
minhind, is our rjghteoui c» ufe, that we have 
experienced and may Kill *xpe&, the Angular 
bieffings of Almighty God upon us, if we con- 
tinue our exertions* If there is an okjeft ou 
earth that defctvei the attention of Hkavsn, it is 
a brave people ftsuggling is tbe caufe af virtue;; 
and hiftory gives us many ftiikiog examples of a 
fmalt people having reflated a tyrant with fuc- 
eefs, and made tbsoafsives indepsadlnt, With- 
in about two centuries, two nations have arifen, 
whofc cireumKnnaes were fimilartb thcle Uni- 
ted States, the Swift and tbe Dkith v They 
were like us opprelTid by tyrants* and like us 
declared themfclrea independent $ their prafpeft 
o I fuccefs was by no maane equal tooura; but 
by pctfcTtriogs (bey Anally triuniphed over all 


their Cnethlss. Tbs it o/ft were a very poor peo- 
ple, but very rich in heroic virtue ; and after a 
long cooflifib, during which they fought fixty-ftic 
battles, they drove all the tyrants out of their 
country, and have glgrioufly triumphed in free- 
dom to this day* 

So firm and magnanimous were the Dutch, 
that they maintained twelve years hot war, bid 
great part of their country deflroyed* fuftertd vaft 
deftrufttion of their people by the war, by fa- 
mine and by pcftilencc j baffdvs having about 
twenty thoufand of their virtuous citisens hang- 
ed by the tyrants ; yet they pcrfsv»red,and Anally 
extirpated all the murderers of their country, and 
become in a {hurt time one of the richcft nations 
in the world.

ivriy wrought. And will the citisens of Ameri- 
ca ever think of dclpair, whole objeft is gteater, 
and rheir profpeA more glorioue than ever was 
yet prefented to the view of mankind I Ht that 
pofBfRa one fentiment of honour or viru*, that 
feels cue fpatk of benevolence to mankind, or has 
one ray of magnanimity to animate his fouf, will 
exert every nerve for the falvation of his country,

O N (he commencement of aftual war, the 
women ofAmerlee ounifcftrd a fires rafo'utt- 
uu to contribute as mirth as could depend on thsfo 
to the deliverance of their country* Aniaiatrd 
by the pureft patriotifm, thiy are fenfible of far- 
row" at this day, in not ofF/iing more than bar- 
ren wiflus for the fucr.efs of fo gloriouj a revo- 
lution.— They afpire to render thedifaiyes 
more raally ufaful ; and this fentiment is utilver- 
fal from the north to the fouth of the Thirteen 
United State*. Our ambition is kindled by the 
f,ams of thole hetoiirc* of antiquity, wha have 
rendered their fe* llltiftrioua, and have proved to 
the univeifc, that, if the weaknefs of onr confti- 
tution, if opinion and manners did not for- 
bid ail to march to glory by the fame paths aa the 
men, we fhould at leeft equal, and fometime fur- 
pafs them in our love for the public good, I 
glory in all that which my (*x hai done great 
and commendable.

Rome fayed from the fury of a viftoriou* enemy 
by the efFprti of Volumnia and other Roman la- 
dies : So many famous fiffjje* wbtre ibe women 
have been feeh forgetting the wtiknefs of their 
(ex, building new walli, digging trcnchce with 
their feeble hand*, furnithingarma to their deleu- 
dtpi, they themfelve* darting the miffile weapons 
on the enemy, refignlng the ornament* of their 
appirel, and their fortune, to fill Ihe public trea- 
fury, and to haften the deliverance of their coun- 
try j burying thsmfelvcs under it* ruios jthrow- 
i* g themfeivia In the flames, rather than fubrait 
10 the difgracc of humiliation before a proud ene- 
my.

We call to mind, doubly interefted, that it was 
a French maid who kindled up amongft her fd* 
low citizens the flame of patriatiim, buried uu-i 
der long misfortuttei ." It was the maid of Or- 
leans who drove from the kingdom of Prance 
the anesftor* of thofe fame BntUb, whole odious 
yoke vve have juft Qnken oft; and whom it is 
necviTary that we drive from this continent.
